“Tax Reform” Is A Magnetic Political Phrase 


In this an election year, we 
hear a great deal about tax 
reform. In fact, tax reform 
is emerging as a major cam- 
paign issue as taxpayers pro- 
perly complain about inequities 
in the tax system. Before 
making a judgement, however, 
we should know the facts and 
recognize just what reforms 
are in order. 

Much attention is focusing 
on a proposal to put a str- 
aight tax on income, from any 
source, with noexceptions. We 
would have no tax advantage 
or deductions as we now know 
them, and theoretically, there 
would be no loopholes. 
My question is; What is the 
definition of income? Corpor- 
ations would not be able to 
exist if they had to pay taxes 
on gross receipts. But if they 
were allowed to deductions, 
no exceptions, what would their 
tax be based on? And I have 
other unanswered questions. 

“Tax Reform” is a magnetic 
political phrase with great ch- 
arisma. It sounds good and 
suggests to everyone else's 
taxes will be reformed, and 
perhaps even yours will bere- 
duced. But it doesn’t always 
work out that way. 

Let’s take a look at some of 
the so-called “tax advantages". 
All tax advantages cannot be 
taken advantage of by all tax- 
payers. Interest on home 
mortgages is a tax advantage, 
but nonhomeowners cannot use 
it. Medical expenses are tax 
advantages, but persons with 
no medical bills cannot take 
advantage of them, It isanear 
impossibility to write a tax 
bill or reform our tax systen 
and be fair and equitable to 
every individual person in this 
nation. But to strive for that 
impossibility is the charge of 
the Congress.

Do you suppose that someone 
might know why the Elba City 
School System needs three 
pick-up trucks, one 1 1/2 ton 
truck and two passenger cars?

Then, there is always the 
possibility of misuse of these 
vehicles. The Superintendent of 
Education was seen using a 
pick-up truck with a municipal 
tag to deliver a ladder to his 
home on 20 June 1972 at 5:10 
p.m. Is this part of his salary 
agreement to use municipal ve- 
hicles and tools for his private 
use? 


It would appear that this might 
constitute misuse of city equip- 
ment on two counts. The sur- 
plus of vehicles could only cause 
problems in maintenance areas 
when used for legitimate school 
requirements because unused 
vehicle batteries rundown, val- 
ves stick, etc. Use for other 
than school requirments would 
constitute misuse. Why no de- 
termine a reasonable need and 
turn in what isn’t needed. 


Someone, the mayor or city 
council, should look into the 
actions of the Superintendent 
of Education and curtail some 
of these apparently excess eX- 
penditures and misuse of fa- 
cilities and direct them to 
areas where they are needed.

Some of our more persuasive 
candidates are getting “tax ad- 
vantages” and “loopholes” con- 
fused. A common definition 
od a loophole is someone else’s 
deduction. But let’s look at 
what Mr. Webster has to say 
about the word: “A means 
of escape, especially anambiq- 
uity or omission in the text 
through which the intent of a 
statue, contract or obligation 
may be evaded, So let us 
not confuse legal tax deduct- 
ions and advantages with loop- 
holes. 

I believe tax advantages or 
tax incentives are effective 
tools in eliminating some ofthe 
ills we face in this nation 
that otherwise have nothing 
at all to do with taxes. For 
example. home mortgage in- 
terest deductions are aimed 
at encouraging home ownersh- 
ip. Municipal bond interests 
are designed to make it eas- 
ier for states, counties and cit- 
ies to borrow money cheaply 
to attract industry and create 
jobs. Proposals to allow col- 
lege education costs as de- 
ductions are designed to en- 
courage young people to go 
to college and be less depend- 
ent on government grants and 
loans. The 7% investment 
tax credit, which allows cor- 
porations credit against in- 
come for reinvesting profits 
into the economy. A proposal 
to allow industry a tax cre- 
dit or deduction for installing 
air pollution and water pollu- 
tion control equipment would 
stimulate corporate interest 
on preserving our natural re- 
sources. The list could roll 
on indefinately. 

Whenever Congress consid- 
ers tax reform bills, it faces 
a formidable task. It is im-

ate and local taxes, contribu- 
tions to churches and charity

But I don’t believe that this 
proposal will get anywhere in 
Congress because it takes a 
meat-ax approach to the pro- 
blem. Once the deductions 
are removed, then Congress 
would have to reinstate them 
or they would be wiped out. 
I would not be willing to risk 
this approach. A sounder view, 
would be that if any present 
deductions are not justified, 
then let congress repeal them; 
but don’t also repeal the sound 
deductions and thrust Congress 
to reinstate them. 

There is a little question 
of the need for tax reform 
and I favor action to cahieve 
this. But, in my judgement, 
little will be gained by a tax 
reform plan unless it is ac- 
companied by a determined 
effort by the President and by 
the Congress to establish a 
strictly disciplined budget, 
with spending brought into line 
with tax receipts. The alter- 
native to such a dual effort 
will be higher taxes for every- 
one. 

Don’t look for any major 
tax reform action by Congress 


this year -- only plenty of talk. 
talk. But tax reform is a real 
issue and it deserves thorough 
and honest debate during this 
presidential campaign year, 
with legislation next year when 
partisan political pressures 
will be reduced.

Freezer-To-Table 

Freezer-to-table cooking 
saves a homemaker time just 
as it saves juices and flavor 
in meat, fish and poultry. 

A frozen roast can be taken 
from the freezer and cooked 
immediately in the same heavy 
aluminum foil used as freezer 
wrap. The foil holds in the 
juices and flavor of the meat.. 

To cook a frozen roast, first, 
preheat your oven to 350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Then, re- 
move the foil-wrapped meat 
from the freezer and place it 
in a foil-lined roasting pan 
Cover the meat loosely with 
foil to allow heat circulation 
Cook three to four hours or 
until tender. During the last 
half hour of cooking, remove 
the foil so the meat canbrown 

To have a rare roast, cook 
the meat 40 to 45 minutes per 
pound; a medium roast, 46 
to 52 minutes per pound; and 
a well-done roast, 54 to 60 
minutes per pound, This time- 
table is for beef roasts, in- 
cluding rolled top sirloin, 
cross rib or eye of round 
cooked in an oven at 350 de 
grees Fahrenheit 

The juices of the meat can 
be made into gravy by fold- 
ing up the foil and carefully 
Slitting the bottom over a 
saucepan Heat the juices, 
add flour and water and cook 
until thickened 

Poultry and fish can also 
be cooked successfully using 
the freezer-to-table method 


Money Savers 

The larger cuts or packages 
of meat can be money savers 
for you, if you can use large 
units of meat without waste 
Two pound-packages of sauce- 
pan or bacon usually cost less 
per pound than single pounds 
But the big money difference 
is in the price per pound for 
roasts compared to steaks or 
chops from the same cut 

Loin roasts can cost several 
cents per pound tess than the 
same meat sliced and pack- 
aged as small packages of 
chops. Sliced quarter-loins 
are packages of every fourth 
pork chop in the loin. There 
will be some and chops as 
well as center chops. The 
Slices from a quarter-loin are 
as quick to prepare as chops 

A whole or half ham instead 
of slices, chuck roasts instead 
of chuck steaks and rib roasts 
of beef or shoulder roasts 
of pork in place of rib steaks 
or pork steaks are other ex- 
amples of economy, cuts. 

Frying chicken is most ec- 
onomical of all when you buy 
a whole bird. The whole fryer 
costs less per pound than any 
individual parts except backs

Statistics tell us the not- 
so-surprising fact that most 
women spend more of their 
time doing laundry (that in- 
cludes ironing!) than any other 
household task --a whopping 
17 1/2 to 20 percent of waking 
hours. 

Below are some tips to re- 
duce laundry time: 

Use hair spray to remove 
ballpoint pen ink stains from 
shirts and other clothing 
items. Spray the ink stain 
until it is throughly wet, then 
let it dry completely and put 
the article into your washing

Now At 6 Year Peak 


More veterans and service- 
men trained under the G. I. 
Bill in April than any month 
in its six year history, the 
Veterans Administration re- 
ported today. 

Administrator of Veterans 
affairs Donald E. Johnson said 
1.2 million trainees were en- 
rolled in April, a slight in- 
crease over March, but 14 per- 
cent more than in April 1971.

“April and November are 
peak enrollment months” John- 
son noted, “and April parti- 
cipation followed a trend which 
is expected to push enrollments 
to almost twe million in the 
current fiscal year. 

“Evidence of mounting en- 
,rollments is apparent from 
cumulative statistics which 
show that 3.3 million persons 
had trained by the sixth anni- 
versary of the current G. I. 
Bill on June 1. By compar- 
ison, 2.4 million trained dur- 
ing the entire 13 year history 
of the preceding Korean G. I. 
Bill,” he pointed out. 

Of the 1.2 million veterans 
and servicemen in training, 
760,300 were in colleges and 
universities. This figure was 
relatively unchanged from 
March but was 13 percent 
higher than April last year. 

Training below college level 
(not including on-job training) 
edged up slightly from the Mar- 
ch level to 390,000 in April, 
a 17 percent increase over 
April 1971. On-job training, 
at 96,000 in April, was also 
slightly higher than March, and 
six percent above April last 
year. 

In Alabama during April 
there were 19,870 veterans, 
their dependants, and service- 
men in training under the G. 
I. Bill. 

VA pays veterans with no 
dependents $175 a month while 
they attend school full-time; 
$205 monthly if they have one 
dependent and $230 ifthey have 
two dependents, and $13 more 
for each additional dependent. 

Schooling and training de- 
tails are available at VA of- 
fices or from country service 
Officers.

Attracting More Visitors 


The Alabama Space and Roc- 
ket Center and the NASA-Mar- 
shall Space Flight Center today 
announced a new joint program 
to enhange the flow of visitors 
through both facilities 

Effective July 4, the Mar- 
shall Center will open a Visi- 
tor Infotmation Center in the 
lobby of the Alabama Space 
and Rocket Center on Highway 
20 just west of Huntsville and 
horth of the 1,800 acre Mar- 
shall Center. Visitors will be 
received in the lobby area with- 
out an admission fee, 

Regularly scheduled bus 
tours will operate from Ala- 
bama Space and Rocket Center 
to Marshall Space Flight Cen- 
ter seven days a week and make 
brief stops at four work loca- 
tions in the huge space dev- 
elopment Center. The Alabama 
Space and Rocket Center will 
conduct the tours, providing 
leased buses. A small trans- 
portation charge will be made. 

About 22,000 people came 
through the Marshall Center 
last year in special tour gr- 
oups. This new arrangement 
for scheduled tours is expected 
to increase that number mark- 
edly. 


Cars For Disabled 
Vets Now Cheaper 


Veterans disabled from mil- 
itary service may find it cheap- 
er to buy a specially equipped 
new car this year than it was 
two years ago, Neil R. Smart, 
Director of the Montgomery, 
Veterans Administration Reg- 
ional Office, advised today. He 
explained that those who pur- 
chased a car with special ad- 
aptive devices since January 
1, 1971, may find they have 
money coming from the Vet- 
erans Administration. 

This reminder was issued 
by the Veterans Administration 
to call attention to new VA 
authority contained in , Public 
Law 91-666. 

The 1971 law raised the 
amount of the VA grant for pur- 
chase of a car to $2800, and 
for the first time gave VA 
authority to pay for replacing 
and maintaining adaptive eq- 
uipment on automobiles pre- 
viously acquired by disabled 
veterans of World War II and 
the Korean Conflict. 

To be eligible a veteran must 
have suffered the loss, or,loss 
of use, of one or both hands 
or both eyes in the military 
service. 

Such items as power brakes 
automatic shift, hand dimmer 
switch and hand controls are 
among provisions of the law. 

Veterans should contact their 
nearest VA office or a vet- 
erans service organization rep- 
resentative to expedite payment 
of their claims under this pro- 
vision.
